An historic event, which may be expected to leave In its train a last- 
ing and beneficial influence on the course of events in the Dominion, is the! 
recent visit to Canada of Their Majesties, King George and Queen Elizabeth. | 

The occasion, as doubtless nearly everybody knows, marks the first 
appearance of all time in this country of the reigning monarch, and this in 
itself is indicative of the growing importance of the Dominion of Canada| 
as a nation and as an entity within the Empire 

Their Majesties’ tour across the country was nothing less than a| 
triumphal progress. To those who have always been led to believe that 
Canadians are an undemonstrative and phiegmatic people, the warmth of 
the reception accorded the King and Queen by their loyal subjects on this | 
side of the Atlantic was a surprise and occasioned amazement to Britons 
domiciled in the Motherland. | 

Nor was the acclaim with which Their Majesties were received cone | 
fined to Canadians of British birth. On the contrary, it was noted during/ 
the progress of the Royal tour, that naturalized Canadians vied with those 
of British birth in the warmth of their demonstrations and the heartiness 
of their welcome to their sovereign liege and his beautiful sonsort.

His Majesty's kingly demeanor combined with his human outlook and 
attitude inspired respect and high regard on the part of all who had the 
opportunity to meet him personally and of that much larger multitude who, 
of necessity, had to be content with 
of reading about his actions and attite 

As for Queen Elizabeth, it is no e geration to say that her beauty, 
her consideration for others and her ma gracious gestures and kindly 
actions, coupled with an unassuming mann f which did not detract one tota 
from. her high rank, took the country by storm. Canadians immediately 
took her to their hearts and she left an impression which will long be 
remembered. 

One of the beneficial effects which may be expected from this happy 
event is a tightening of those tita, loose though strong, which bind Canada 
to the Motherland and the sister units of the Empire. Had there been any 
thoughts in the minds of other rulers who harbor the wish as father to the 
thought that these ties are disintegrating, they must be thoroughly dis- 
illusioned by now, 

It is also natural to assume that the visit of the King and Queen of 
Canada to their overseas realm will result in closer unity between the con- 
stituent parts of this Dominion, and that is a result which is devoutly to 
be desired if this country is to assume and maintain the rank in the world 
of nations to which she is entitled by virtue of her great expanse, the rich- 
ness of her resources and the courage, initiative and vigor of her people. 
There should be no important cleavages between any two or more of the 
nine provinces whose peoples demonstrated in such forthright manner their 
loyaity, admiration and affection for the occupant of the Throne and his 
queen. . 

Undoubtedly, too, the opportunity afforded by the Royal visit to the 
Canadian people to become better acquainted with the King and the Queen 
will go a long way towards dispelling any desire which may have made 
some headway among a minority to espouse some of the various “isms” 
which have for their objective the overthrow of democratic rule. The en- 
thusiasm which the presence of Their Majesties engendered in the hearts 
and minds of the people of this country can only be translated as a fervent 
desire to maintain here that form of government of which King George’and 
Queen Elizabeth are the symbolic heads,

The decision, also, to extend the visit of the rulers of the Empire to 
Canada’s friendly neighbor to the gouth, proved to be a most happy plan. 
The weléome accorded Their Majesties, the first British king and queen to 
set foot in the United States, in that country is ample evidence of the 
cordial relations existing between the two great democracies and the visit 
should do much to cement and augment a kindly feeling and co-operative 
spirit between the ‘peoples of Great Britain and the United States and Can- 
ada and the United States respectively. 

Their Majesies had not set foot on Canadian soil very long before their 
presence made itself felt in improved business conditions, The very fact 
that they made the trip across the Atlantic was evidence that the interna- 
tional situation was not as dangerous as some feared and believed. The | 
evidence inspired confidence, and ‘confidence was all that was needed to| 
speed up the wheels of industry, and that in its turn, should go far towards) 
solving some of the country’s major problems 

It may well be that the visit of King George and Queen Elizabeth to} 
Canada was destined to mark the turning point in the economic welfare | 
of the country.

RURAL HEALTH CONSERVATION 


Attention is drawn to the value of 
the county health units by announce- 
ment of the awards in the Canadian 
Rural Health Conservation Contest 
for 19388. Financed by the W. K. 
Kellogg Foundation, the contest is 
condug@ed in Canada by the Canadian 
Public Health Association in co-oper- 
ation with the American Public 
Health Association 

For the second time the major 
award in Canada has been won by 
the St. Jean-Iberville-Laprairie-Na- 
pierville County Health Unit, the 
headquarters of which are at St. 
Jean, Que., and the medical officer, 
Dr. J. A. Lapierre, D.P.H. 

Judging in the contest is made by 
a carefully selected group of health 
experts, the communities being ap- 
praised on the measures it takes: (1) 


to provide and safeguard its water 


supply; (2) to furnish adequate and 
safe sewerage disposal; (3) to reduce 
infant and maternal deaths; (4) to 
combat tuberculosis and syphilis; 
(5) to protect its citizens against 
other communicable diseases; (6) to 
insure «healthy children; (7) to pro- 
tect and safeguard its milk and other 
foods; (8) to promote effective co- 
operation with its physicians and 
dentists in furnishing necessary ser- 
vice to all those who need them; (9) 
to enlarge and improve its lay-under- 
standing of ways and means of pre- 
venting sickness and death and of 
maintaining good health. 

Rural health conservation is one of 
the most important problems in Can- 
ada and it is to be hoped that the 
example set by the various county 
health units in the Province of Que- 
bec will stimulate action in many 
other parts of Canada.

On the day of King George's 
apeech in Victoria, a simple but im- 
pressive ceremony was taking place) 
in the Town of Amberst, just out- 
Side Buffalo An ancient cannon, 
captured from American troops by 
the British in the Niagara Frontier 
fighting of 1814, was dedicated as a) 
memorial in the War of 1812 Ceme-) 
tery, Ellicott Creek Road. Speaking 
at the dedication service, Representa- 
tive James,W. Wadsworth said: “We 
American people certainly do hot 
regret our failure to conquer Can- 
ada. To-day, we wonder why the 
War of 1812 was ever fought. For 
to-day both countries benefit from 
the spirit of amity which exists be- 
tween the United States and the Do- 
minion. Both governments stand for 
the principles of democracy and both 
stand ready to defend those prin- 
ciples whenever they are challenged.” 

In connection with Mr. Wads- 
worth's remarks it is interesting to 
recall that long after the War of 
1812 there was a dispute over the 
American-Canadian boundary line 
which was accompanied by plenty of 
war talk. Indeed, Polk's successful 
Presidential campaign of 1844 was 
waged, in part, on the slogan, *Fifty- 
four-Forty or Fight!" 

But we didn't get a northwestern 
boundary of 54 degrees, 40 minutes—- 
which would have given us most of 
what now is British ‘Columbia. And 
we didn't fight. We contented our- 
selves with peaceful negotiations; 
and the northwestern boundary be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
finally was drawn along the 49th 
parallel. 

On our side of this compromise 
boundary, the great states of Oregon 
and Washington have grown and 
flourished. On the Canadian side the 
great province of Brtiish Columbia 
has been developed. Americans and 
Canadians dwell in peace and amity 
along that unfortified frontier. And 
when King George VI. spoke at Vic- 
toria, thousdnds of Americans went 
there to join Canadians in giving him 
an enthusiastic welcome on the very 
soil for which we talked of fighting 
a little more than 90 years ago. 

It is trite to cite New World his- 
tory asa to the Old.

Germans Must Register At Con- 
sulates For Military And 
Labor Services 
Germans born in 1920 and Aus- 
trians born in the years 1914 to 1919) 
resident in Canada and Newfound-! 
land must register at German con- 
sulates for military and labor ser- 
vices in the reich, an announcement 
from Otto Janssen, acting German 
consul for western Canada, declared.

chance of dirt falling from the cow 
into the pail is reduced to a mini- 
mum 

While other sources of bacteria 
serve to add to the germ-content of 
the milk, yet in comparison with the 
chief sources, namely badly or care- 
lessly cleaned patis and dirt from the 
cow, they are of minor importance 
and have undoubtedly been given too 
much emphasis in the past. 


this: Care taken to prevent contami- 
nation from the minor sources is 
wasted unless at the same time con- 
tamination from the main sources is 
also prevented. Only when the pall 
is sterilized and the cow is clean, 
will the extra precautions show re- 
sults. Clean stable air, freshly 
whitewashed walls, clean hands and 
coat, and discarding the fore-milk 
will be of little avail if the milker 
brings in a dirty pall or lossens a 
piece of manure from the cow's flank 
into the milk. A clean pall, a cover- 
ed pail, and a clean cow are the 
main factors-in producing clean milk
